Yielding to the tremendous pressure 
of accumulating waters, the govern- 
ment levee at Cairo on the Missouri 
side broke this morning and a wide 
expanse of farming country was quick - 
ly submerged. Mississippi county,

Another day went by with not more 
than one or two lives lost, but there 
were many thrilling escapes, and dar- 
ing rescues from the floods. At Cairo, 
a rallroad company ventured to run 
a passenger train on a route that 
would afford the best view of the 
spectacle of waters running, wild 
through town and country. The train 
was caught between two suddenly de- 
veloped fiood areas, and it was neces- 
sary to remove the passengers in 
boats. 

The Ohio River at Caro has 
reached a stage tonight higher than 
any attained in nearly thirty years. 
The water rose steadily during the 
any till it topped fifty-two and half 
feet. It is expécted that the great 
volume of water still to come, will add 
another foot. Even a worse condition 
would be im store had it not been for 
the giving way of the levee. It is 
expected the release of waters brought 
about by this break will have a 
tendency to check the rise at Cairo 
and above. — 

Hundreds of farmers and town 
people in places contiguous to the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers, were 
added to the little army of refugees 
who were, forced to abandon their 
homes. There is no great suffering, 
but a drop in, temperature would 
cause widespread distress. 

The Platte River in Nebraska saw 
the crest of the waters pass into the 
Missouri today and the latter has 
grown menacing to factories and 
stores. Factory employees at Kansas 
City spent Sunday removing stocks of 
goods from the basements of plants. 
That considerable damage will be done 
hy the Missouri in the next two or 
three days, seems inevitable. 

The waters of the Platte still cover 
thousands of acres of farm lands. The 
bridge of the main line of the Burl- 
ington at Ashland was put out of/busi- 
ness today and a pile driver was 
caught between the broken sections 
and marooned there. Burlington 
trains are being operated 150 miles 
out of their usual course. 

Scores of families between Platt- 
mouth and Fremont, Neb., are isolated 
in their homes. One house at Louis- 
ville, from which a family was res- 
cued by boat yesterday, had disap- 
peared today, save for the peak of the 
roof. For thirty-six hours there has 
been only one bridge in use on 130 
miles of the Platte River between

In view of all this, tt would seem 
that Orozoco would prefer to fight 
the decisive battle nearer to his base 
of supplies, so that in case of disaster 
he would be able to recuperate his 
losses of munitions and men. 

FEDERALS RBORGANIZING. 

In the meantime, the Federals are 
reorganizing their shattered columns, 
which will probably be reinforced by 
2000 men from Mexico City, under 
command of Gen. jiuerta, one of 
Mexico's most experienced officers. 
There will be a sufficiency of artillery 
to fortify the heights around Torreon, 
and as this city was provisioned re- 
cently, it. should be able to withstand 
a seige of several months. 

The inhabitants of Torreon, especi- 
ally the foreigners, have one pet fear 
which seems to predccupy them 
mightily. This is the interregnum 
between a possible Federal evacuation 
of the town and its corresponding oc- 
cupation by the rebels. Not that there 
exists here any abnormal anti-for- 
eign feeling, but the villages and cot- 
ton plantations in the environs are 
peopled by a number of the lowest 
class of peons, who have long awaited 
a chance to sack the city, being held 
back only by a fear of both Federal 
and revolutionary troops. As in the 
remote and improbable possibility of 
a Federal evacuation, there would 
necessarily be an interregnum of at 
1 twelve hours, during which time 

the city would be without armed for- 
ces to keep the peace, and it is feared 
that a bacchanalia of ravaging and 
looting would occur before the advance 
guard of Orozoco’s army could appear. 
This unfounded apprehension is ex- 
plained by last year’s massacre of 
more than 2300 Chinese on the oc- 
casion of Torreon’s falling into the 
hands of Madero’s forces after the 
Federal evacuation of the town. __ 

TORREON A FOREIGN TOWN. 

Torreon is more a foreign than it 1s 
@ Mexican town. The principal ir- 
dustries, as well as practically the 
entire commercial activity, are con- 
trolled by foreigners. The city is laid 
‘out at right angles, and the prevailing 
architecture in the residence and busi- 
ness districts Is that which character- 
‘ses most towns of the same size in 
the Middle West of the United States. 
The tremendous railroad activity-— 
for there are six railroads entering 
the town—gives it the bustling at- 
mosphere of an American city sim- 
llarly situated, establishing a striking 
contrast with the lethargic indiffer- 
efice marking most Mexican burgs. 

Of an approximate 3000 normal for- 
eign population, there remains here 
at present but a scarce 300. The re- 
mainder have gone back home, 
abandoning their business interests 
for the time being rather than face a 
possible riot. 

To provide against such a con- 
tingency, the Foreign Consular corps, 
aided by the Chamber of Commerce,

PUSHING NORTH. 


FLOWER OF MADERO’S ARMY 18 
TO MEET OROZCO. 


One Thousand Infantry and Six- 
teen Cannon Leave Torreon, and 
Behind Them Are Gen. Huerta and 
Strong Command — Newspaper 
Men Threatened With Death. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TORREON (Mex.) March 29. 
—[Exclusive Dispatch. Absolute- 
ly no reliable information as to 
the present state of affairs around 
Jimenez has reached this city for the 
last four days. Officially it is reported 
that Gen. Trucy Aubert, in co-opera- 
tion with Francisco Villa and 1000 
loyal volunteers, has taken Jimenez, 
defeating Orozco, who, out of.ammu- 
nition, is said to have retreated north- 
“ward towards Chihuahua, where he 
hopes to recuperate his losses and re- 
organize his army. On the other 
hand, reports from no _ recognized 
sources, as well as dispatches received 
by local papers via El Paso, and the 
revolutionary lines, make it appear 
that Aubert and Villa were defeated 
by Orozco, who has taken Jimenez on 
his way to Mexico City, being due at 
Torreon within the present week. 

At the date of writing, Gen. Tellec 
of the Federal army is about to leave 
for the North with sixteen cannon 
and over 1000 infantry. Immediately 
behind this column comes Gen. 
Huerta, whose forces are considerable, 
according to Mexico City reports. This 
army, by far the most efficient and 
numerous fighting machine gotten to- 
gether by the — government 
during the present generation, will be 
under command of Gen. Huerta, who 
claims to have information to the ef- 
fect that Aubert and Villa have taken

TRAVELING BY TRAIN. 


The Federal forces travel by train,

TORREON BATTLE 18 
DUE IN A FEW HOURS.

YEAR’S OUTPUT OF GOLD 


MAY BREAK 


ALL RECORDS. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) \ 


ACOMA, March 31.—[Exclusite 
Alaska's gold produc- 

tion this year is expected to beat 
any previous records. Early sluicing 
in the Tanana Valley at Nome and 
other districts will get the gold 
washed out and marketed earlier 
than ever. Last year there was not 
enough water to complete cleanups, 
thus augmenting the dumps to be 
washed by spring. 

Alaskans wintering here can scarce- 
ly believe today’s cables from Fair- 
banks that Tanana miners began 
sluicing yesterday, March 30, four to 
six weeks earlier than usual. Large 
dumps have been started through the 
sluice boxes. Summer work will start 
in earlier than ever before. 

Bering Sea camps have had a re- 
markably mild’winter and early April 
will see siuicing there. Forty Mile, 
Circle City, Iditarod and Aniak dis- 
tricts have larger dumps to wash 
than ever before... Treadwell and 


half a dozen other great free milling 
quartz gold districts of Southeastern 
Alaska will yield a record output this 
year.

ECUADOR’S NEW PRESIDENT.

IN ALL MILLS. 


General Readjustment in the 
New England States. 


1 Nember of Textile Strikes 
Still in Progress. 


Fourteen Thousand Persons 
Are Idle in Lowell.

BOSTON, March 31.—Although 
strikes still are in progress in various 
Massachusetts textile centers, the 
week has brought about a noticeable 
improvement in general conditions. 

Several of the smaller labor dif- 
feulties have been settled and a strike 
of 30,000 cotton mill operatives at 
Dew Bedford was averted by the 
granting of the 10 per cent. wage ad- 
vance. Similar advances were made 
in other mills in New England. 

A further rea@djustment of wages, 
Which will bring equal wages to all 
operatives in cotton mills from Ma'ne 
ts Connecticut engaged in the same 
Classes of work ig expected. To ef- 
fect thie readjustment will cost New 
Pengland cotton manufacturers $10.- 
000,000 annually. 

Three hundred stationary firemen 
employed In cotton mills of Fall River 
have voted to strike for a flat rate 
of 32 cents an hour in place of the 
present sliding scale of 18 to 20 cents. 
The men are awaiting approval from 
their national body before quitting 
work. 

The closing of the seven big textile 
milis of Lowell as the result of a 
strike has thrown 14,000 persons out 
of employment, although the mil 
' @Wners assert t not more than 20 
per cent. stopped work voluntarily. 
Little progrese has been made toward 
a settlement. Manufacturers say 
they will keep their plants closed for 
six months if necessary. 

Members of the Indutsrial Work- 
ere’ of the Warld and the United Tex- 
tile Workers’ of America are involved. 

Members of the Industrial Work- 
are expected to ask a 15 per cent. ad- 
vance in wages. This demand ts ex- 
ceeded by that of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, who seek also 
double pay for overtime.

Now comes the disappointing news 
that Scott is spending another winter 
in the Antarctic and there will be 
furtaer weary Waiting before it can be 
known whether he even succeeded in 
reaching the pole. According to some 
of Capt. Scott intimate friends here, 
no surprise need be felt at his de- 
cision to spend another winter in the 
south, this having been within the 
original scope of his inventions. They 
suggest that he may have learned of 
Amundsen's explicit and thereupon 
determined to attempt a great journey 
across the ice barrier, returning from 


which he started. 

if this is so the Terra Nova prob- 
ably received instructions to meet 
Scott at some fixed date at the point 
on the barrier opposite Graham Land 
far to the south of Cape Horn. It will 
be remembered that the German ex- 


two parties may meet. 

In the absénce of a fuller dispatch 
from Scott, the tendency here is to 
attribute his failure to the employ- 
ment of ponies instead of dogs. 

His was the best-equipped expedi- 
tion t ever started for south polar 
regions. His final 800-mile dash for 
the Pole was begun early in October. 
Besides Scott, his party consisted of 
Lieuts. Evans, Johnston and Bowers; 
G. C. Simpson of the Indian survey 
department, and C. II. Meares, the 
well-known traveler. 

He expected to reach the Pole be- 
fore Christmas. Evidently, however, 
from the slow progress over unfa- 
miliar ground — slower even than 
Shackleton's expedition —unexpectea 
difficulties were encountered. 

It is recalled that a press dispatch 
from New Zealand last May contained 
hints of possible failure. This dis- 
patch stated that Scott was making 
preparations for a second attempt in 
case the first should be unsuccessfw). 
It was suggested that he had misgiv- 
ings about the ponies and had ar- 
ranged for the dispatch of some 
trained Indian transport mules and 
also Siberian dogs to replace the 
ponies. 

Whatever have been the difficulties, 
It now is clear that to Amundsen be- 
longs the honor of first reaching the 
South Pole. Last news of Scott leaves 
him still fifty miles to go to equal 
Shackeliton’s farthest south point in 
January, 1909, and it is unlikely that 
any later news will be heard of him 
before October. Until then it will not 
be known whether he pushed on and 
reached the Pole or was obliged to 
a back and return to winter quar- 
rs 

The news arrived too late for press 
comment or to gather the views of 
scientists and explorers, but there is 
no doubt that Scott's non-success will 
be the subject of the keenest disap- 
pointment. 

— 

Another winter, which the advices 
from New Zealand say Capt. Scott 
has decided to spend in the Antarctic, 
will make a period of two years that 
the Scott party will have worked in 
the south polar region. 

On June 1, 1910, his party safled 
on the old whaler, Terra Nova, from 
London. Capt. Scott joined the ex- 
pedition in New Zealand and on No- 
vember 19, 1910, the pole hunters 
sailed from Port Chalmers, N. z., 
thinking they were the only party 
headed for the southern geal. 

Capt. Scott had the experience of 
two previous expeditions to rely up- 
on. On one—that of 1902—he reached 
82 deg. 16m. and 33s. 

Profiting by his own experience and 
by the success, which Sir Farnest 
Shackeliton had in getting farther 
south, Scott took twenty Siberian 
ponies and three motor sledges on the 
expedition, as well as dogs. 

The original hope was to reach the 
pole by Christmas, 1911, and to re- 
turn to civilization in March, 1912. 

The party landed in McMurdo Bay in 
January, 1911, and Lieut. Pennell then 
took the Terra Nova back to New 
Zealand. On the way he discovered 
that Amundsen had started south in 
an effort to beat the Scott party to 
the pole.

OF RIVERS 
LOST IN LAKES. 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


ST. LOUIS, March 31.—Thousands 
of flood spectators witnessed the 
thrilling rescue of a family of seven 
from a sinking nouseboat in the 
swirling currents of the Mississippi 
River here today. 

A houseboat, in which a man, his 
wife and five children lived, was torn 
from its moorings by driftwood that 
was carried from flood points above. 
Soon after being swept into the cur- 
rent the frail craft dragged over sun- 
ken snags, stove im its bottom and be- 
gan to sink. 

Two motorboats rushed to the res- 
cue and after fighting off the heavy 
drift, reached the side of the boat just 
as the water was sweeping over tne 
deck. It sank within five minutes 
after

The river reached 29.9 feet here to- 
night, a rise of 4.10 for the last twen- 
ty-four hours. This mark is .9 feet 
below flood stage and the water has 
inundated the railroad tracks along 
ihe levee, 

Half a dozen expensive powerboats

The Platte steadily is lowering, but 
water still overftiows large areas and 
train service is demoralized,

Animals and Longevity. 

{London Standard:] The death of 
the London Zoo’s giant python from 
senile’ decal shows that the woes and 
disabilities of old age exist in the 
mysterious world of animals as they 
do with men. How long must a py- 
thon live before it can become ~@ 
patriarchal python, and what is tae 
span of years required for an electric 
eel to parallel the bald and toothless 
stage of man? 

The case of the python, unfortu- 
nately, gives us little tight. He has 
lived fourteen years in the Zoo, but 
then he was fully mature when he en- 
tured, and our representative was in- 
formed at the Gardens he may have 
lived fifty years or a hundred years, 
or even more, in a free state before 
coming to pass the autumn of his 
days in Regent’s Park. Surprisingly 
little is known of the normal lifetimes 
of wild creatures. Animals do not 
have annual rings, like trees. Such 
creatures as wild lions and tigers are 
not favorable to observation over pro- 
longed periods, and, of course, the 
ages reached by creatures in captivity 
may be very different from the man- 
mum in a wild state. 

However, it seems clear that with 
the great majority of the larger ani- 
mals the age limit is below thirty 
years, and often above twenty. This 
applies to dogs and horses, asses and 
zebras, domestic cattle, giraffes, lions, 
tigers, hippopotami, swine, and the 
larger mammals generally. Sheep 
and deer fall somewhat below this 


siderably below it; while 
often greatly surpass it. There have 
been elephants in India known to 
have been at work for man for more 
than eighty years, and centendrian 
elephants are comparatively numer- 
ous. Nevertheless, the average rec- 
ords of managerie animals place thir- 
ty or forty as the normal age limit, 
and it is probable that the popular 
idea of the ages reached by normal 
elephants is exaggerated. 

Whales have the lauga on elephants 
by a very considerable margin. The 
kind that supply whalebone are be- 
lieved to start life with a reasonable 
prospect of several centuries of fun 
before them. provided they are not 
cut off in the bud at the age of 150 or 
zo. Water. particularily salt water, 
seems to conduce to longevity. There 
are giganti mussels and oysters 
whose uge is assumed to be compar-

Declared Vital to Social and 
Political Life. 


John Kirby, Jr., Gives Their 
Relation to Progress. 


Axe Interde pendent.

PHILADELPHIA (Pa.) March 31.— 
“The relation ot industrial combina- 
tions to national welfare is a press- 
ing and pertinent subject todar,”’ said 
John Kirby, Jr., president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
in an address here Friday night, be- 
fore the American Academy of Politi- 
cal and Social Science.

underlying facts is an absolute neces- 
elty if useful and accurate conclu- 
sions are to be reached.“ he said. 

AGE OF ORGANIZATION. 

“The age in which we are living 
has been well said to be an era of 
organization. The progress and de- 
velopment of the past eighty or eighty- 
five years have been unprecedented 
in the history of the world, while, dur- 
ing the last forty years our popula- 


tion has doubled and our exports, 
wealth and transportation facilities 
have more than quarupled. This, as 
Ambassador Bryce has said, has been 


due to our steady adherence to the 
two princivles of liberty and law. Our 
splendid railway systems have an- 


nihilated land distances. To the speed. 


of the wind have been wedded the com 
forts of home. Genius has mastered 
the problem of navigation, transform- 
ing water travel from a thing of 
dread to a source of pleasure.

PRAISES THE SHERMAN LAW, 


’ Wickersham Insists That the En- 
forcement of This Statute Will Solve 
All Trust Problems. 
[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PHILADELPHIA (Pa.) March 31.— 
Atty.-Gen. Wickersham Friday night 
held up the Sherman anti-trust law 
and pleaded that the solution of the 
“trust problem” lay in the enforce- 
ment of the Sherman law backed by 


{affirmative legislation providing for 


Federal incorporation and regulation 
of interstate and foreign business. 


Speaking before the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science on a “constructive national 


trust policy,” the Attorney-General 
Yeclared that, in his view, the -ele- 
ments of a sound programme to deal 
with the matter consist mainly in: 

“l-——-Enforcing the Sherman law 
against all great corporations, by re- 
quiring them to separate themselves 
into such parts as will remove all dan- 
ger of monopoly; second, in breaking 
up all agreements and combinations 
between separate, independent, com- 
peting concerns, for their purpose un. 
fair control of business and exclusion 
of competition and, where the intent 
to violate the law is apparent, prose- 
cuting criminally those concerned in 
them; and, third: In the enactment 
of a proper, adequate national law 
ef corporate association, which will 
enable a legitimate enterprise to be 
organized under appropriate legal 
supervision and so regulated in its 
conduct as to make it impossible to 
use the organization as a vehicle of 
fraud and deception of either invest- 
ors or competitors. With such a policy 
carried into effect the trust problem 
in its present form at least, would be 
effectively solved.” 

The Attorney-General said that un- 
doubtedly there still exists a large 
number of organizations of various 
kinds who through agreements con- 
trol the activities of their members 
and keep prices at an articifical level.

SERVICE OF UNCLE SA. 


Most of. These Have Succeeded 
Their Husbands or Brothers, Who . 
Have Died Leaving Them Without 
Pensions and With Practically No 
Other Livelihood. 


[Washington Star:]! Along the 
coasts and rivers of the United States 
there are twenty-seven women in the 
service of the Bureau of Lighthouses, 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
as keepers, assistant keepers, laborers 
in charge, or laborers at the light ¢ta- 
tions which warn vessels of the pres- 
ence of dangerous rocks, reefs and 
shoals which in times past have 
wrecked many a good ship. 

All but three of these women are 
either married or widowed; there be- 
ing ten who succeeded their busbands, 
two their mothers and one her fath- 
er, as keepers of the great beacons. 
Three help their husbandg with their 
hazardous work and a few lend help- 
ing hands to other relatives. Two are 
widows of lighthouse inspectors, one 
of whom in the discharge of his duty 
lost his life by drowning. 

Were brave and loyal Ida Lewis 


\ilving today, the record would show 


twenty-eight women on the rolls. She 
was the most conspicuous of all these 
women during her lifetime, which 
ended October 24, last, at the age of 
sixty-nine years, as her record shows 
a saving of thirteen lives in six dif- 
ferent rescues, at the peril of her 
own life. 
The absence of a law providing pen- 
sions for the husbands and fathers 
who become superannuated or totally 
disabled in the line of duty is largely 
responsible for the burden of care 
they take up wheh their loved onds 
are no longer able to keep the lights 
aflame in fair or foul weather. The 
lighthouse officials are fully aware of 
the hardships resulting from the in- 
ability to retire their faithful em- 
loyees, but whenever possible, if a 
per becomes unable to continue his 
task they appoint in his place or as 
his assistant, his wife or daughter, as 
in the case of Ida Lewis, or some 
other relative. It is, however, neces- 


the required civil service examination 
in order to succeed to the vacant po- 
on. 

The pay of these twenty-seven hero- 
ines, as they justly may be called, 
ranges from $96 to $800 a year; the 
keepers receiving 8510 to $800 a year 
the assistant keepers, $430 to $600; 
the laborers in charge, $96 to $214, 
and the laborers, $180 to $250; the 
average being $540 a year, there be- 
ing nineteen of the total number who 
receive $552 and upward each. The 
smallest salaries for the care of lights 
are paid persons who live nearest 
them and who have other means of 
support. 

Women who are appointed keepers 
or assistant keepers receive in addi- 
tion to their salaries the regular al- 
lowance of 30 cents a day for rations. 
This is either paid them in cash or 
the government furnishes their ra- 
tions and deducts the cost thereof 
from this 30 cents a day. Men or 
women appointed as laborers or la- 
borers in charge of lights are not en- 
titled to this ration allowance, which 
was provided for by an act of Con- 
gress and apenas only to keepers and 
assistant keepe

The Angel Island light station, Calh- 
fornia, is kept by Mrs. Jullet EK. Nich- 
. widow of Henry E. Nichols, U. 
8. N., inspector of lighthouses. It ts 
in the direct path of the larger part 
of navigation in San Francisco Bay. 
Besides taking care of the lantern, 
Mrs. Nichols looks after a fog sig- 
nai, or bell, which is struck a double 
blow by machinery. During two 
heavy fogs in July, 1906, she spent 
20 hours and 35 minutes one day, be- 
ginning at 8:20 a.m., striking the bell 
by hand, and the second day after 
that she stood all night hitting the 
bell with a nail hammer. Both times 
she had neither food nor rest.

She is still on 
duty and receives $800 a year.

CONGO SUPERSTITIONS. 


His Influence Though His Patients 

Usually Die. 

[Christian Science Monitor: ] Trav- 
elers in the Congo region will prob- 
ably expressome wonder at the 
number of palm trees he sees about 
the towns. The Congolese fiad palm 
trees extremely useful. He takes the 
white heart of the youhg palm and 
cooks it as cabbage. His wives find 


the tender fibers useful to make their * 
shredded skirts or to Weave into mats, - 


while the palm nuts provide a gutri- 
tious oll which is used for food, and 
mixed with powdered camwood and 
rubbed into his body, serves as a coat 
to keep him warm. But the men find 
the greatest value in the palm tree 
from the juices which exude near 
the base of the fronds. This juice 
is collected in small calabashes by 
slaves who are adepts at the art of 
tapping the trees and of climbing 
them by means of a He gear cane 
girdled around hig body and the 
tree. 

Every afternoon it: is the custom 
of the chiefs and the men ot the vil- 
lages to assemble for their convivial 
feast. A huge earthenware pot con- 
taining several gallons of fermented 
palm juice is placed before the mas- 
ter of ceremonies, whose business it is 
to share this out among his guests. 
All who partake must bring their oon 
mug and chair or stool. The on- 
versation usually runs on all man- 
ner of topics such as the de- 
mands of the government, or such 
domestic affairs as the purchase or 
exchange of slaves. But the greatest 
excitement is aroused on such occa- 
sions as the passing of a prominent 
man of the tribe. (There is not much 
said of women.) At these times one

Celestial Empire, a ne pub- 
lished in Shanghai, which says that 
Wen Hing-Hsing, who was graduated 
from West Point in June, 1908, nad 
deserted the Imperial forces to gc- 
cept a commission in the republican, 
army. Wen Hing-Hsing is a nephew 
of Wen Tsung-yao, who was formerly 
Minister of Foreign Affairs under the 
Imperial government. At West Point 
he stood eighty-two in a class of 103. 
In the same class was a fellow-ooun- 
tryman, Ting C. Chen, who was at the 
foot of the list of cadets. 

Wen Hing-Hsing obtained his ap- 
pointment to the Military Academy 
through a special act of Congress as 
the result of representation made in 
his behalf by President Roosevelt. 
After his graduation he remained for 
two years in this country, returning 
to China a year ago. His uncle in- 
fluence led him to accept a com- 
mission in the Imperial army, al 
though his observations of occidental 
governments had made him at heart! 
a sincere believer in the republican 
movement. He was later appointed’ 
military advisor to the Canton Pro- 
vincial Assembly, a place which he re- 
tained until last October, when he was 
summoned to Peking by Prince: 
Tsai-Tao and put in command the 
northern division of the Im 
army. He remained with the forcse 
of the Emperor until last January, 
when, with a large part of his army, 
he deserted to the repuMlican eduse 
and was given the rank of Major-Gea- 
eral in the rebel army.

Riverside Would Connect Its 
Towns With Highways.. 


Surveys Ordered Through a 
Famous Beauty Section,

RIVERSIDE, March 31.—Some im- 
portant road work is in progress in 
Riverside county, the purpose of 
which is to connect the county towns 
with the outside world: du r 
Crane has just had completed the first 
link in the great ocean-to-ocean high- 
way, when a very passable road was 
constructed from Whitewater, a few 
miles east of Banning, to Palm Springs. 
This included the construction of « 
bridge over the Whitewater River. 

In order to get the ‘trade of the 
rich Yucaipa Valley, two roads are 
now under construction from points 
on the Southern Pacific in the San 
Gorgonio Pass to Yucaipa. One of 
these goes from Ordway through Live 
Oak Canyon and the other from Beau- 
mont. The latter road has a grade 
not to exceed 8 per cent., and passes 
through a section of the mountains 
that promises to become famous for 
its scenic beauty when better known. 

Surveys have been ordered for the 
proposed Elsinore-San Juan road. 
which will bring the lake city within 
twenty-eight miles of Laguna Beach, 
Arch Beach and Gan Juan. Orange 
county has two miles to build to com- 

lete its section of the highway, and

FEUD ENDS IN MERCHANT 
- GOING TO COUNTY JAIL. 


AN BERNARDINO, March #1.— 
8 John Blake, pioneer merchant of 

Kramer, a desert station on the 
Santa Fe, thirty miles west of Bar- 
stow, was lodged in the county jail 
thie morning, charged with murder. 
He shot and killed J. S. Steiner, Santa 
Fe section foreman, at Kramer, last 
evening. 

The killing of Steiner was accident- 
al, Blake having fired at W. J. Young, 
station agent, father-in-law of the 
deceased. For many years Blake and 
Young have been bitterest enemies. 
Seven years ago Blake shot Young, 
but was released at his preliminary 
examination, Yesterday Blake re- 
turned to Kramer from a visit to this 
city. As he presented Young with 
his baggage check, Young exclaimed: 
“This is a good time for you to apolo- 
gize to my wife for what you sald to 
her.“ 

Blake replied by whipping out a re- 
volver and firing. Young dropped to 
his knees, and the bullet sped over 
him, striking Steiner, who was stand- 
ing a few feet away, in the head. 
Steiner died within a few moments.

of the palace. In one of them a 
skeleton was found inclosed in a 
coffin, but both were unfortunately 
destroyed by the workmen before be- 
ing seen by those in charge. 

A fact which is astonishing French 
architects is that the foundations of 
this vast building are not only very 
shallow, without cellars, but are laid 
on a very light and unstable bed of 
sand, and it is asked how the build- 
ere of the time had the courage to 
erect such a magnificent fabric on 
such a subsoil It has been discov- 
ered, however, that in order to avoid 
danger of collapse enormous under- 
ground walls were constructed, 80 
thick and solid that the workmen 
have had a difficult task in piercing 
them. These walls did not sustain 
any weight, but served as links con- 
necting various parts of the building 
and keeping them in position. To 
keep these walls themselves in place 
on the shifting sand the spaces be- 
tween them were taken up by a net- 
work of smaller walis, forming 
chambers, which were filled wi: 
gravel.

OOK A SWIM 
IN TAAL’S CRATER.

[New York Times:] That he was 
the first white man, if not the fra 
human being, to take a swim iu the 

t. sulphurous waters in the crater 

Taal volcano, Philippine Islands, 
is the belief of G. Roscos B. Sym- 


onde of Nutley, a member of the en- 


gineering corps in the Public Works 
Department of Uncle Sam's posses- 
sions. By the eruption of this crater 
last January 1400 people lost their 
lives. Mr. Symonds telis of his ex- 
perience in a letter just received by 
his sister, Miss Hulah M. Symonda, 
of No, 820 Grant avenue, Bellevilio, 
N. 4. 

In company with Symonds were 
Den Stone, sise ag engineer, and H. 
J. Graf, a traveler. They explored 
the crater 1000 feet deep, and slept 
on a ledge half way down. The 
Taal volcano is on an island in the 
center of an inland lake, about forty 
miles south of Manila, in the Province 


of Batangas. Fince its ous 
awaken n ago it has been 
quiet, but Mr. Symonds says an 


earthquake recently was felt in the 
islands, and a pall of smoke hung 
about the crater, alarming the natives, 
he dread another eruption. In the 
etter to his sister Symonds says: 

“When I came to Manila I had no 
intention of taking the trip to Taal, 
and was forced to send to the prov- 
inces for clethes for Stone and my- 
self. We used the hiking 
outfit —bianket roll, canteen and very 
little chow. We each carried a loaf 
of bread and a jar of jam, expecting 
to be gone two dars. 

“We took a train to a town called 
Tananan, in Batangas. From there 
we walked eight miles to the lake 
Before starting we stocked up with 
native oranges. These are picked 
directly from the tree and are good. 
All al the way cocoanut palms line 
the road. Arriving at the lake, we 
hired a boat from an American named 
Ward, who makes a business of hiring 
beats to tourists. It was a sailing 
launch, quite small, but seaworthy. 
Three of us and two natives crowded 
it, but it went beautifully. A strong 
wind was blowing, and it took us 
two hours to reach the volcano. The 
lake was choppy as blazes, and we 
were all pretty well soaked when we 
landed. It may seem funny, but we 
were all seasick. None of us re- 
marked at the time, but later on, 
comparing notes, found we all er- 
perienced the same sensation, even 
Stone, sailor that he is, feeling more 
comfortable lying on the bottom of 
the boat. 

“It was a weird view that presented 
tteelf the nearer we approached the 
island. It stuck up out of the water, 
a huge, bare mound, furrowed and 
wrinkled, without a bit of vegeta- 
tion to relieve the awful waste of 
sun-baked mud and volcanic ash. 
Immediately on landing we struck 
the sites of the former ‘banice’ oc- 
cupied by about 400 poop. barely a 
vestige of which is left. In the recent 
eruption 1400 were killed. Those on 
the island were first choked to death 
by gases, and then buried under 
twenty feet of hot mud and rock 
Seven miles away, on the edge of the 
lake, towns were destroyed and an- 
other thousand lives were blotted out. 
Of the seven or eight survivors on 
the island none was tempted by the 
lure of lucre to guide us. 

“Climbing the outside of the vol- 
ano, with not a bit of shelter, we 
reached the rim. The crater is almost 
perfect, consisting of a series of 
ridges, the whole an undulating chain. 
it's nothing but a big hole in a hill, 
with the lake in the bottom, about 
a mile or so wide. From the rim to 
the water is a clean drop of 1000 
feet. It is possible to climb to the 
rim anywhere on the outside, but the 
sides within are so steep that at one 
ond only can descent be made. The 
lake had a very peculiar hue. Fan- 
tastie colors abounded, due to its be- 
ing heavily charged with mineral 
salts. We could hear a faint hissing 
of water bolling, and from several 
places steam arose in clouds. A 
strong sulphurous odor came to us 
as soon as we reached the island. 

“There were deposits of sulphur 
about, and by merely kicking the sur- 
face of the ground away the earth was 
found to be so hot the hand could not 
be held on it long. After taking a 


| regarded as necessary evils in 


number of pictures we looked around 
for a place to sleep. It was a hard 
job getting down to a spot where we 
could sleep, more nearly level. We 


blanket to a break in the slope, and, 
clambering after him, kicked up the 
earth a bit and stretched our blankets. 
After eating a little—for, strangely, 
we were not very hungry-——-we went 
to bed. A big moon came up, and 
for forty-five minutes I tried to get a 
moonlight picture, but it came out 
blank. I am sure I don't know why. 
“Graff derided not to climb down 
to the lake with us in the morning, 
and went to the rim to take more pic- 
tures. Stone and I walked around te 
the south end, and even then descend- 
by a mighty steep route. Once 
down it seemed hard to realize that 
just about a year ago it was the scene 
of a grand natural phenomenon. It 
was difficult to concelve that hole, se 
Placid in appearance, sending out ava- 
lanches of hot mud, huge red rocks 
and belching fire, gas and smoke, all 
visible for hundreds of miles around. 
“Where we were the water was 
warm, but not unbearably hot. We 
went in for a swim, and I i that 
a cut in my foot smarted sharply, due, 
I think, to the acid in the water. Jus 
as a guess, I should say we were 
swimming in a diluted sulphurte acid 
bath. I got some of the water on my 
lips and it tasted strongly of sulphur 
or phosphorus. 


“The climb out again nearly ‘ata’ | 


for Don. Several times we were com- 
pelled to climb on our stomachs, us- 
ing fingers and toes in every crevice, 
and by the time we reached the boat 
Don was exhausted. In fact, I had 
despaired of getting him there several 
times without a long rest. The trip 
did not bother me so much. 

“Crossing the lake we had the wind 
against us and used the motor, point- 
ing the launch Into the wind to pre- 
vent it being capsized, It took four 
hours to get back, count! six stops 
of the engine. We got ponies for the 
trip to the train. Ward, the boat- 
man, told us that we were the first 
people, to his knowledge, to swim in 
the crater lake. 


“The trip cost us each 10 pesos 


(about $5.) and I don’t think I ever 
3 much value for my money be- 


“We had a pretty stiff earthquake in 
Manila today, and the papers say 
smoke is hanging around the crater 
of Taal, indicating that it may be get- 
ting ready to start operations again. 
Taal is only four by six miles in size, 
but it is some wicked, and I believe 
it will be shot to pieces if the volcano 
gets going again. Also, it won't be 
healthy for fifteen miles around tt.“ 


FIRE-FIGHTING IN JAPAN. 


{New York Sun:! Fires used to be 
Japan. 
Conflagratlons which swept through 
whole quarters, licking up the dimsy 
houses like waste paper, were mere 
commonplaces of existence there.

In Yokohama the apparatus is 
owned and the fremen are paid by 
the Association of Fire Insurance 
Companies. In Tokio it is owned by 
the city. Th 
watch towers 


alarms are given. At night, says 
Consular and Trade Reports, watch- 
men are kept on two of these towers, 
who give the alarm by gongs in case 
fire is discovered. In Tokio the tower 


city is divided 
into seven districts, each having a 
central alarm station. About 290 
machines record the alarms 
ticker tapes at the different towers 
and police and fire stations, 
The water pressure in the lower 
portion and in the Japanese quar- 
ter of Yiookohama is from thirty to 
forty pounds per square inch, but in 
the upper residence section, where 
there is much valuable property, the 
pressure is almost nil. In Tokio the 
situation is much more satisfactory. 
There are nearly 5000 water plugs in 
the city and the average pressure .is 
forty-four pounds to the square inch. 
The coolles who assist in time of 


fire in Yokohama are paid an average 


of 4 cents (American currency) an 
hour. The regular staff of firemen 
and watchmen receive an average of 
$7.47 a month. The coolies in Tokio 
receive about 85 cents a day when 
called for fire duty, and the regular 
firemen $6.47 a month; there is also 
a guild that is subject to being called 
out for fire duty. In Yokohama there 
have been 347 fires in the past five 
years, which destroyed $1,300,147 
worth of property. In Tokio the num- 
ber of fires in the same period was 
2717, with a loss of $3,504,293,

| Wants to Use Panama Canal 


Equipment on Work. 


‘Measure to that End Being 
Prepared in Congress.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Secre- 


jtary Fisher is urging the House te 


clothe the Federal government with 
immediate authority to use the con- 
struction equipment and supplies on 
the Panama Canal, as they are re- 
leased there by completion of work, 
for building a government railroad in 
Alaska from tidewater, at Resurrec- 
tion Bay, to the Yukon Valley. 

, Chairman Flood of the House Ter- 
ritories Committee, has prepared a bill 
to provide for a report upon such a 
project to come before a future 8 
sion of Congress. Secretary Fisher, in 
a letter to Represéntative Booher of 
Missouri, makes suggestions today for 
changes in the Flood bill and also 
outlines a substitute measure to pro- 
vide for immediate action. 

The secretary presses the point that 
if legislation be delayed utilization of 
the Panama Canal construction equip- 
ment will not be practicable, 

He calls attention to the govern- 
ment's engineering feat at Panama un- 
der a very simple act of Congress, * 
wishes to apply the same measures to 
the railroad in Alaska. . 
Resurrection Bay has been selected 


as a coaling station site by the Navy 


Department. 

“Your committee,” Secretary 
Fisher, “should consider whether the 
development of this harbor, and the 
construction of the’ railroad from it 
so the interior would not be justified 
upon military and naval, as well as 
upon commercial considerations. Dur- 
ing ve months of the year, water 
transportation for coal may be made 
available on Cook Inlet or Knik Arm, 
within a short distance from the 
Matunska coal fields. This would re- 
duce the demands upon the line be- 
tween Knik Arm and Seward and 
would remove tbe necessity for some 
heavy construction, which would be 
required if the entire traffic is to pass 
over that line. 

“IT have pointed out to the Presl- 
dent what agricultural possibilities 
would be opened by the proposed 
road. 

“The commission should have au- 
thority to lease or to make operating 
arrangements with the existing rail- 
roads if it prefers to do this rather 
than to construct an entirely independ- 
ent railroad or to acquire any of the 
existing roads for this purpose. 

“It will be better for the govern- 
ment to own, in its entirety an Inde- 
pendent trunk line from tidewater to 
the Yukon, or one of its navigable 
tributaries, rather than lease or con- 
tract for operating rights over part 
of such a line.“

Robinson, supported 
by the minority of the committee, 
foueht Platt's election, predicting a 


rule or ruin policy. The dele- 
gates to the election held March 
15, were appointed by Robin- 


son as anti-Platt men, but the San 
Franctecan’s friends got busy and ob- 


tained the withdrawal of the dele- 


gation. 


9 the election of Platt and 
the subsequent turn-down of the prox- 
les from the three States, Robinson 
asked for the passage of the protest- 
ing resolution. 

Robinson handed in his resignation 
two weeks ago but it wae not recog- 
nized by the committee, which sent 
a delegation to ask him to retain the 
presidency. This delegation was told 
the conditions on which he would 
withdraw his resignation. When 
Robinson's friends saw the failure of 
the passage of the resolution they 
voted for the resignation. Following

Stretchs of desert to 
daunt drivers of well-equipped 
freighting teams confronted Klein and 
Scott.“ But they went right along. 

Klein found frightful, boulder- 
strewn roads from Engle and Rin- 
con, through the Elephant Butte 

ntrg to Lordsburg. Two wheels of 
t wagon went to ruin on this 
stretch of the journey. At Lordsburg 
Klein rested three days, then pushed 
on to Bowie, Solomonville, Globe and 
Phoenix, where he rested two weeks.

There he lost 
another wheel and the seat of his 
buggy. On the way from Yuma di- 
rect west to Campo, on the line of 
the San Diego and Eastern Rallroad, 
he stood up all night in a shack i 
feet by two, wet to the skin, and 
with a terrible storm raging outside.

NEW YORK, March 31.—Organi-

Earl H. Morton of Boston, president 
of the Order of Railroad Station 
Agents, who gave out the statement, 
said it referred particularly to the sit- 
uation caused by the demand of the 
engineers for higher wages. He and 
his associates, he said, had addressed 
no communication directly to the 
railroad companies but probably 
would apply within two weeks for a 
general advance.

The Central Labor Council of Los 
Angeles thinks well enough of the 
project to give it its hearty indorse- 
ment, but the labor union bosses have 
told the promoter that there is no 
money in the treasury to purchase 
shares of stock. Unless they have 
greatly misunderstood the representa- 
tions of Rodman, the unionite walking 
delegates are looking forward with 
considerable glee to the establishment 
of a radical pro-labor union journal, 
that will advocate the closed shop for 
Los Angeles and institute a general 
boycott against all merchants who 
will refuse te sign advertising con- 
tracts. . 

Rodman is said to have promised 
his laborite allies that a suitable build- 
ing to house the plant will be erected 
under strictest labor-union supervi- 
sion. He has sworn that the job will 
de as thoroughly unionized as any con-

After the paper is ready to start, 
each annual subscriber will be given 
three shares of stock in the news- 
paper, and three shares in a prospec- 
tive building company. This is to in- 
sure the active co-operation of the 
members of the labor unions, accord- 
ing to the calculations of the promoter 
and form an effective background for 
the method to be employed in solicit- 
ing advertising. 

The scheme, as unfolded by the la- 
borite leaders to their following, at 
the last general meeting, is to coerce 
the merchants by threatening to with- 
draw the patronage of the subscribers 
of the paper unless an advertising con- 
tract is signed. It was declared at this 
meeting that particular attention 
would be paid to the department 
stores and that any refusing to con-

would be boycotted and picketed. 

The laborites were told that the 
paper would start with 25,000 bona 
fide subscriptions, and that the annual 
subscribers would get three shares 
of newspaper stock and three shares 
of building stock as soon as the 
project was launched.

REV. GEO. A. HENRY. 
WEST ADAMS METHODIST. 
POPTRY WHICH GOES INTO THE 

SPRINGS OF LIFE IS THE VOICE : 

OF THE FUTUR. 

Rev. George A. Henry at the West 
Adams Methodist Church yesterday 
spoke on “Immortality, the Vision of 
the Poet,“ saying in part: | 

“Poetry is the first form in which 
mankind expresses its emotions. Poet- 
ry is also the first form of historic 
writing. Nevertheless, no greater dif- 
ficulties have presented themselves in 
attempting to arrive at an adequate 
definition of any form of writing, than 


define poetry. Different national 
schools of thought take different views 
of this subject. It seems to me, how- 
ever, we shall not be far from a true 
conception of the poet if we say he 
is a man speaking to men—a man 
who has a greater knowledge of hu- 
man nature and a more comprehen- 
sive soul than has the average man 
but a man speaking of the elemental 
passions and volitions as he sees them 
in the goings-on of the universe. If 
such be the poet, then poetry is the 
spontaneous overflow of powerful 
emotions ,of instinctive feelings. 
Matthew Arnold has said that poet- 
ry is a criticism of life.’ But this does 
not go far en h. Poetry is more 
than a criticism of life; it is passion of 
life; it is vision of life; it is prophecy 
of life. The real poet ts the true seer, 
the genuine prophet. In all languages 
poetry precedes prose in the historic 
order of appearance. 


“The earliest forms of verse are 


narrations and religious hymns. Poet- 
ry thus goes back into the beginnings 
of things, and may be considered as 
en intimation of life. Perhaps a bet- 
ter way to state this truth is to say 
that poetry is ah expression ‘of life. 
Life is first, poetry is next. Elemental 
human emotions and passions are not 
true because the great poets of the 
race have sung them; but poetry has 
woven into its fabric these structural 
feelings and volitions because they are 
true. To most minds mystery is more 
fascinating than science. But science 
itself leads up to the borders of mys- 
tery and there comes to a dead stop, 
eaying, At present I can see no far- 
ther.“ Not so with poetry. She leads 
us to the far borders of appaling mys- 
teries, but she does not stop theres 
she does not doubt that ‘Interiors have 
their interiors, and that the eyesight

The prophetic words, addressed by 
Jehovah to His son, the Messiah, 
continually recurred to my mind as 
I mingled with and observed the peo- 
ples of India, China, Japan and the 
Philippines during our recent world 
tour.

But, 
I said, we call then heathen because 
the Bible so refers to them. Let us 
see how and why the Bible uses this 
term and what is its significance? 
In Bible usage the word rendered 
“heathen” is the same as is some- 
times rendered nations and Gentiles. 
For centuries it applied to all peo- 
ples outside the little nation of Israel, 
because that one nation had entered 
into covenant-relationship with God, 
and had become His people, His 
dominion.

aliens, strangers and foreigners from 
the covenants and promises made to 
Israel. And this same term con- 
tinued to be applicable after the 
coming of Jesus. Even though the 
Gospel favor, which was originally 
offered to the Jews, was later thrown 
open to Cornelius and all Gentiles, or 
heathens, only those who accepted 
its terms, and came into covenant- 
relationship with God through the 
begetting of the Holy Sptirit—only 
these, Israelites indeed are properly 
reckoned as members of spiritual 
Israel, of whom St. Peter tells us, 
“Ye are a royal priesthood, a holy 
nation, a peculiar people.”

A recent dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
that Prof. Von Stein of the Moscow Un- 
versity has had good success with the use 
of pitaloxin, a derivative from gallic acid. 
Tests of the cure are, however, incomplete. 
The piraloxin is given the patient both in- 
ternally and by subcutaneous injection. 
From Paris has also come the informa- 
tion that Dr. Saubes Dugers of that city 
has cured thirty-three cases of cancer of 
varying degree of malignancy by the use 
of subcutaneous injections of colloid of cop- 
per hydrate peroxide introduced into the 
system at intervals v from four days 
to a week. The effect is said to be to ar- 
rest promptly the further development of 
the growth and eventually cause the bacilli 
which have an injurious influence on the 
body to disappear. ‘ „ 
Whether a case of cancer is recent and 
has never been operated upon or whether 
it is of old standing and has been ineffect- 
ually treated several times, Dr. Dugers de- 
clares his treatment will effect a cure so 
long as the patient is not actually dying. 
The colloid of copper compound is not pol- 
sonous, he declares, and injections can be 
given almost without pain by any qualified 
physician. As a rule there is no reaction, 
general or local, after them, and the treat- 
ment, which he calls “decancerization,” can

000 years, two mosquitoes were born in 
Washington a short time ago. Also, it be- 
ing ascertained that they are yellow fever 
mosquitoes, just like the ones found in Cen- 
tral America, they were immediately exe- 
cuted. 

Some time ago Secretary ot State Alvah 
Ades received a somewhat curious prehis- 
toric deposit from Brazil. Mr. Adee is a 
chemist and analyzing the rock, found two 
minute larvae. This astonished Mr. Adee. 
He sent the animals to the Agricultural Pe- 
partment for further scientific investigation. 
Under treatment the larvae promptly de- 
veloped into magnificent mosquitoes. 

As the larvae were found in the interior 
of the rock, and Smithsonian Institution 


where from 60,000,000 to 200,000,000 years, 
the minimum figure has been adopted as the 
probable age of the Brazilian mosquitoes. 


The striking variations in animals and 
plants of apparently the same species are 
perplexing problems in genetics. Among 
examples brought to notice at the London 
Royal Institution by Prof. Bateson are 
grasshoppers that live together, eating the 
same food, but have in one form a bril- 
liant scarlet wing, and in another a bril- 
UHant blue one. The “ghost moth” differs 
only in Shetland from its companions in 
the other British Isles. East of a line 
from Glasgow to the Adriatic is the black 
crow and west of it the hooded crow, 
with an intermediate form between 
but the cause of their difference is a mys- 
tery. Even more perplexing is the fact that 
birds of exactly the same species appear 
in Northern India and in Ceylon, with only 
birds of a slightly different species inter- 
vening. The tree sparrow and the house 
sparrow have different markings, but only 
dissection distinguishes between the male 
of one kind and the female of the other. 
Certain male birds found in America moult 
to the color of the female. The anomalies 
of the plant world are similar, and nobody 
knows, for instance, why the Huntingdon 
elm differs so widely from other elms. 

A nickelwire electric furnace for the 
laboratory has given unexpected results in 
Germany. In this type of furnace a tube 
crucible or muffle is wound around with 
nickel wire and covered by a protecting 
jacket; and authorities have assumed that 
it could not endure as high temperatures 
or last as long as similar furnaces using 
expensive platinum instead of nickel. At 
the chemical and technical laboratory of 
the Carlsruhe State Polytechnic, however, 
a nickel-wire furnace has deen in constant 
use about eighteen months, proving more 
durable and resistant than even platinum 
furnaces. A pulp of kaolin, aluminum and 
asbestos fiber is used for bedding the nickel 
wire and as this elastic insulation layer is 
porous it is surrounded with a dense layer 
of prepared carbon grains inside of the 
furnace jacket to protect the nickel against 
oxidation. As the small quantity of air 
left enclosed slowly converts the carbon 
into protoxide and oxide, this layer fs re- 
newed every few weeks. This furnace has 
been found capable of withstanding 1200 
C. permanently and even higher tempera- 


tures can be endured for brief periods.

Ty Cobb, whose ability as a batter 
and a base runner gives him a certain 
authority to exploit his views, has dis- 
tinct ideas of his own as to how a 
player should conduct himself while 
cavorting around the sacks. 

“My theory of baseball is to keep 
the opposing team on the defensive,” 
says the Georgia Peach. When I am 
on the bases I try all the time to get 
as near the home plate as possible. 
I overlook no chance. It's keeping the 
eyes and thoughts on the sack ahead 
that enables one to scoreruns. I be- 
lieve in taking every chance in reason 


base running is a simple problem. 
Every man has his own way of siid- 
ing. He can seldom improve on that. 
But the fielders meet with a different 
kind of a play on the runner almost 
every ball that’s pitched or thrown. So 
the chances arein favor of the runner 
as against the fielder. That's why you 
can afford to take chances. There's 
always the possibility of the fielder 
dropping a throw, mussing up a fly or 
throwing poorly. 

1 have made it a rule to go as far 
as I can while running bases. I have 
been lucky in this respect. I never 
pay any attention to the coachers, be- 
cause I believe that a man on base 
should use his own judgment. He has 
to know in a flash what to do in the 
case of a fiy ball, a grounder or a 
throw. The fielders, on the other 
hand, have the plays figured out in 
advance. They think beforehand 
whether to throw to second, to third or 
wherever the right play may be. Bu 
the runner must think after the ball 
is hit or thrown.”

. Immediate Proximity. 


New-born Problem. 


California Wants Only Best 
of the Newcomers. 


Declaring that the disposal of the 
immigrants who will Gnd their way 
to California with the opening of 


vital problems for this State and that 
the study of the comparatively new 
science of eugenics will aid in the 
solution, Dr. David ‘Starr Jordan, 
president of Leland Stanford Univer- 
sity, yesterday briefly outlined some 
of his ideas on the subject. 

| Dr. Jordan arrived at the home of 
his friend, W. A. Spalding, No. 134 
North Gates street, in the afternoon, 
visited Pasadena, saw the newspaper 
men, made several calls and prepared 
the outlines of several lectures he is 
to give this week. He has the facility 
of the new moter engine in swerving 
from one line of thought to another | 
‘without loss of power. 

Excysing himself from a family 
dinner party, Dr. Jordan entered the 
living-room brushing a few crumbs 
from his coat sleeve and when asked 
u question plunged into the subject. 
He is a believer in bringing immi- 
grants of the better class here and 
iMustrated his belief by telling a little 


He said that one day while climb- 
ing up a steep hill road in Mendocino 
Shunt he was hailed by a ranchman 
whe invited him to have a glass of 
milk. The farmer talked about his 
crepes and the weather and (finally, 
carefully unwrapping a card, showed 
‘WHR pride the senior marks 
of his son, a student in Stanford. 

ENJOYS CREAM. 

“Agia IT tet him talk from his big 
fatherly beart while I drank the 
cream,” said Dr. Jordan reminiscent- 
ly. “The farmer was of Dalmatian 
stock. His son is a credit to the uni- 
versity. 

"We have nothing to fear from the 
settlers who come to our shores from 
Northern Europe; that is, as a rule. 
Nor is there much use in excepting 
amy one nationality. The peasants 
from the northern part of Italy are 
as @ general thing. more desirable 
than these from the southern, 
one cannot even here make any arbi- 
trary statement.“ 

Dr. Jordan said that perhaps, after 
all, the only test is that of time. Me 
believes the immigrants who come 
here will find homes on small farms. 
PFregality is a characteristic of most 
Burepean peasants and in this State 
there are limitiess opportunities. 

HARD TO DISASSOCIATE. 

“But as to the control of a flood 
whe can say how it is to be done?“ 
said Dr. Jordan with an expressive 
wave of his hand. “There are some 
Italians, for example, who make ex- 
cellent farmers and others who do not. 
There are the individual traits of 
character to be considered. One can 
talk about keeping out undesirable 
classes, but how? A criminal does 
not always wear his morals on his 
face and congestion, poverty and dis- 
ease often breed violation of our laws. 
I am told that the general average 
of immigrants is deteriorating vet I 
have no way of verifying this state- 
ment. But I do believe in wiping out 
the glumes. Sunlight is a gros! enemy 
to bacteria in the body and mind.” 

Bugenics, which is a branch of bi- 
ology, is taught at Stanford. Dr. Je 
dan believes it will have a great fu- 
ture influence in determining a better 
posterity, but he is wondering how 
its laws are to be enforced. 

“And while paralytics are not desir- 
able, better 1000 of them than one 
white aver,“ said he. The timc is 
not ready for State legislation. Edu- 
eation comes first. Nor n this 
ecitence invade the provence of the 


legislator. It can suggest; can 
furni#h information. But a lot must 
to time.”

FROGS EDUCATE A MAN.

A Minnesota College Student Sup- 

plied the Chicago Market With Live 

and Dead Batrachians With Profit. 

[New York Times:] Paying for an 
education by a wholesale trade in 
frogs is something out of the ordinary. 
It has been done, however, by Car! 
A. Oppel, who is now well along in 
his courge in the State Agricultural 
College at St. Anthony Park. He 
made a profit of about $900 in three 
months, and when he finishes his 
schooling is likely to embark upon 
fresh ventures in the frog field. 

Oppel learned about frogs from a 
buyer from Chicago, who interested 
the boys of Fulda. his home town, in 
catching them. He workgd for this 
man for two years, but.found he was 
being cheated, and so resolved to 
go into the business on a considerable 
scale and drive the buyer from that 
district. He had only $20 for capital. 
but was able to rent a large shack 
and make a pool with floats in it in 
which to keep the frogs.. Then he 
offered 5 cents a dozen for all frogs 


brought in. 

He had gearned how to catch tha 
frogs, by e&perience. With a lantern 
and a net at night two able-bodied 
boys can catch hundreds of them, and 
this was done for him. The boys had 
such results that his shack was soon 
overfiowing and he was compelled to 
reduce his price to 3 cents a dozen. 
This did not stop the supply, however, 
and he had to increase his accom- 
modations. At one time he had 84 
000 live frogs on hand. As fast as 
he could he made shipments to On- 
cago and found a ready market for 
them, at times disposing of 6000 a 

ay. 

Before three months were gone, 
however, there was a drop in the 
market that made continued business 
unprofitable unless he was prepared 
to wait for a time. So he killed his 
remaining 60,000 frogs and sent the 
legs to market. He had then sent 
more than 200,000 Ive ones to Chi- 
cago and had more than $900 in 
the bank. He decided to use this for 


education 

He now wishes he had not killed 
his remaining frogs. “When I take up 
the business again,” he says, “I am 
going to dig a big pit. Then when live 
frogs can't be shipped at a good profit 
Iam going to keep on catching them 
and throw them into the pit. There 
they will hibernate and when I get 
ready I can dig them out. Left to 
themselves, frogs crawl into tholes 
behind rocks, into and under rotten 
logs, and into pits which they dig 
for themselves. I have found them 
by hundreds in such holes.”

TWO CIVILIZATIONS CON- 

TRAST RD. 

Our second question was, On the 
whole, to at extent is our western 
Civilization, which is often called 
Christian civilization, superior to that 
of the Hast? 

Considerable could be said in favor 
of each. We who have been accus- 
tomed from calildhood to western 
methods, customs, dress, etc., prefer 
our own, but the eastern peoples evi- 
dently prefer their own, and are loth 
to change to ours. They are, however, 
now passively admitting the superior- 


adopting our schooling system, mili- 
tary system, naval system and voting 
system. 

But in our contrasting the two cirili- 
zations, are we not apt to forget that 
the very features of our civilization, 
which are now being accepted ag su- 
perior in the Easy are comparatively 
new te ourselves? Where were our 
public schools and compulsory educa- 
tion a century ago? It is only twenty 
years ago taat Great Britain adopted 
the present method. Where were our 
railroadr, which they are now adopt- 
ing? Let us remember that there was 
not a rail in the world, nor a locomo- 
tive. nor a car, a hundred years ago. 

The East is rapidly totroducing te- 
legraphy, the telephone, the wireless 
system, the electric rajlways: but how 
long have we had these in the West? 
Less than®a century—some of them 
for only ten years. Viewing the mat- 
ter from this standpoint should help 
to keep us of the West quite humble 
when we think of and speak of the 
awakening in the East—in China. Ja- 
pan, etc. 

WHAT EXTENT HAS “CHRIS- 
"IAN CIVILIZATION” BLESSED 
THE WORLD? 

That Christ's teachings have 
broygat great blessings wherever they 
have been received is, we hold, be- 
yond dispute. Individuals have been 
blessed by the precious truth of Chris- 
tlanity— rich and poor, of every na- 
tion, kindred and tongue. To these 
the Gospel Message has brought peace 
with God through faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and tne salvation pro- 
vided through Him. To these the in- 
struction of the Bible and the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit have brought 
the fruitage of the Spirit. To these it 


passeth all understanding,” ruling in 
their hearts at all times, and under all 
conditions—whether.“in sickness or 
in health; in poverty’s vale, or abound- 
ing in wealth.” 

But our question does not relate to 
these saintly followers of tae teach 
ings of Jesus, who walk in His foot- 
steps. Our question is in respect to 
the civilization which identifies itself 
with Christainty, without ac- 
cepting the terms of discipleship. Has 
this civilization brought to the 
masses of Europe and America great 
blessigg. and, if it be extended to the 
far Hast, will it prove a blessing to the 
Hundreds of millions there? 

It larger houses, better streets and 
sewers, better water supplies, better 
clothing, better schools, etc., are bring- 
ing to the people of Europe and Amer- 
ica more joy, more peace, more happi- 
ness, more contentment, more kind- 
ness. more usefulness in the present 
ie and move preparation for the life 
to come, then our western civilization 


less prove a blessing to the Far ast. 

But has it brought these blessings? 
Alas, no! As far as our observations 
in China and Japan go, we are led to 
believe that their peoples are far hap- 
pier, far more contented, than the peo- 
ples of Europe and America. We are 
not blaming this upon Caristianity, 
mark vou—we have not yet said why 
it is to. We are merely noting facta, 
which must be manifest to every one 
who has seen the two in contact. 

A REASON FOR THIS. 


Our fourth question was, Why is it 
so? What peculiarities are connected 
with Christian civilization or the 
Christian teachings which product 
such diverse resuite—bringing one 
class, the saintly followers of Jesus, in- 
to the utmost peace and joy, and 
bringing others, the masses who are 
merely nominal Christians, into this 
most unsatisfactory and unhappy con- 
dition of any people in the world, even 
when they are enjoying greater bles- 
sings and luxuries than the majority? 

There is but one answer to this ques- 
tion; It is because tae teachings of 
Christ carry with them a broadening

were Dark Ages, during which many 
so-called Christian superstitions pros- 
pered. But such superstitions were 
not the teachings of Jesus and His 
Aposties, 
of their teachings. Those supersti- 
tions did indeed for a time make the 
people of Europe drowsy, and ig was 
the custom of such religious teachers 
to restrain auman thought and to fet- 
ter and becloud the 
which they had influence. 7 

We are not discussing such condi- 
tions, but merely the general influence 


ot the teachings of Jesus and the 


Aposties and the Prophets of old. The 
discontent which we are noting began 
to come to Europe at the very time 
when the Bible was brought out from 
obscurity. It is the teachings of the 
Bible that have had the enlightening 
effect upon all the nations which have 
been in contact with them. It is the 
Bible's teachings that have brought 
the reat to some hearts, and 
the special discontent to others—the 
masses. 
This is the answer. The Bible alone, 


of all religious books, sets forth 
prominently the equality of all men 
before the Almighty God. This 


thought once grasped breaks all fet- 
ters of the mind. But all are not pre- 
pared for such liberty-—some evident- 
ly would enjoy great peace and would 
he more quiet, more reverential and 
more submissive if they continued 
bound with a measure of superstition, 
than if the truth should — them 

The only persons who can rightly 
appreciate and yp-ccperly enjoy full 


liberty are those who have made a 


full consecration of themselves to the 
Lord—those who have given over all 
earthly ambitions and favors to the 
one great ambition of the Gospel of 
Christ—to become heirs of God and 
joint-heirs with Jesus Christ their 
Lord. Those only can be fully en- 
trusted with liberty who have real- 
ized the imperfection of all human 


‘Judgment, and who have accepted in- 


stead of their own the Divine will. 
This is the class of whom St. Paul 
spoke, saying, “We have the mind of 
Christ.“ and this he declares is the 
only “spirit of a sound mind“ in the 


world at the present time. 


Nevertheless, some of the saintly 
people are disesteemed by many of 
the worldly-minded who dre moving 
heaven and earth at home and abroad 
to amass wealth power and fame for 
themselves, their families, their 
friends, their names, none of whom 
are content, none of whom are satis- 
fied, none of whom are at peace, eith- 
er with God or with themselves. Who 
can doubt that the carrying of our 
western ¢ivilization to the people of 
the east will carry to them similar 
discontent, unrest, unhappiness, an- 
ger, malice, envy, hatred and strife 
which is peculiar to the Occident? But 
most likely the effect.of the Western 
civilization on the Chinese will be to 
wake up her hundreds of milliqns to 
discontent and strife, and possibly 
bring anarchy to her doors sooner 
than it will come to Europe and 
America. 

THE END OF THE MATTER. 

My next question was, What will 
be the end of this long reign of igno- 
France, superstition, sin and death? 

The Bible's answer came quickly to 
my mind: The Divine promise is that 
Messiah's Kingdom will be successful. 
that it will bring In an abundance of 
peace, that to Him every knee shall 
bow and every tongue shall confess.” 
Moreover, we are assured that this 
will be a bowing of sincere loyalty 
and obedience, because the context 
says that it shall be to the glory of 
God, and no other kind of bowing and 
confessing would glorify God. Then 
came the further assurance of the 
Bible to my mind: St. Peter's de- 
claration, that “Times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence of the 
Lord, and He shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you, 
whom the heavens must retain until 
the times of restitution of all things 
which God has spoken by the mouth
